RELIEF FUNDS FOR 
MONTH UNCERTAIN 


Efforts Being Made to Get 
Additional Federal Aid 
for Local Support 











Every possible effort is being 
made by C. E. Grier, chairman of 
the county board of supervisors, 
to obtain additional Reconstruc- 
tion Finance corporation funds, to 
make possible the continuance of 
relief work in this area and in 
other parts of the county. The 
last allotment, earlier this month, 
was announced as the last avail- 
able, and with the close of May 
no definite sum of money is in 
sight for future relief work. 

Scores of heads of families and 
persons with dependents have been 
given employment on various pro- 
jects through the federal 
but Avery Allen, chamber of com- 
merce secretary, said today that 
as yet no definite amount has been 
alloted for future relief activities. 

Unofficial word has been receiv- 
ed that under the 
Wagner-Lewis bill, recently pass- 
ed by congress, some money may 
be available in the county. 
Through this new law, it may be 
possible for the county to get $65,- 
000, which sum would be divided 
up among the various districts. 
Perry H. Green, relief co-ordinat- 
or, has applied for $108,000 for 
use in June. If only $65,000 for 
use in June is received, many of 
the unemployment relief activities 
will have to be curtailed.

Co., at Stowell street, immediately 
south of the Santa Fe tracks, and 
just east of Euclid avenue, has 
been obtained by the district as 
headquarters. Work of making 
the building available for the dis- 
trict’s use was under way today. 
H. R. Bolton, the engineer in 
charge of the survey, was expect- 
ed in Upland soon. 

At present the district head- 
quarters for the survey is at Riv- 
erside, but since this is a more 
central location, the change is be- 
ing made here. Another head- 
quarters, similar to the one to be 
here, is at Pasadena, for the dis- 
tributing system survey in the 


)Pasadena, Burbank area. 


The Cajalco reservoir, 15 miles 
from Riverside, is to be one of the 
principal storage centers for the 
Colorado river water and from 
this reservoir distributing lines, 
described as “laterals,” will be 
laid. It is the duty of the engin- 
eers to be located here to deter- 
mine the exact route of the la- 
terals. 

After the route of the laterals 
is determined, preparations will be 
made for the actual construction 
of the distributing system. Before 
the project is completed in the 
coming years, it is likely that Up- 
land will become the headquart- 
ers for the construction crews, 
numbering many men. 

Pasadena is expected to be one 
of the large users of the Colorado 
river water and as far as is known 
here, the engineers to be located 
here will determine the route of 
the distributing line from River- 
side. 

The engineer on the job maid 
this morning that it was uncer- 
tain how long the men would be 
working from the local headquart- 
ers, but he predicted it would be 
for at least a year. 

Upland is not a member of the 
Metropolitan Water district, but to 
enable the water to be supplied to 
Pasadena and other cities, indica- 
tions are that this city will see 
much of the activity.
